Unexpected Storage Place Dis- 
covered on Liner Sunk 
by U-Boat in 1917.

LON N. — 26.— The discov- 
ery of an unexpected storing place 
in the forepart of the liner Lau- 
rentic, which has been lying in 80 
feet of water since it was sunk by 
a German submarine in 1917, at the 
mouth of Lough Swills, on the 
Northern Irish coast, has enabled 
divers to recover £250,000 ($1,250.- 
000) worth of gold bars which had 
been given up for lost. 

The divers have been working in- 
termittently for six years to re- 
cover from Davy Jones’ locker the- 
consignment to American bankers 
of £7,000,000 ($35,000,000) in gold 
and silver bullion. The entire con- 
signment now has been recovered. 
Operations by divers had about 
been suspended, as it had been 
supposed only a few gold bars were 
left, which were not worth the cost 
of another season's work, when at 
the last moment the storage 
place was discovered.

125 miles due east of Cape Fare- 
well, the southermost tip of Green- 
land, 

Lieut. Marescalchi, one of Loca- 
telll’s companions who had been 
taken aboard the Richmond dur- 
ing the Icéland-to-Greenland at- 
tempt, was awakened and irfiimedi- 
ately rushed to the deck, where 
he wept for joy at the realization 
that his comrades were alive. 

Wings . 

As the Richmond drew near the 
seaplane four men were seen in 
the cockpits. (Previous dispatches 
said the crew, besides Lieut. Loca- 
telli, consisted of Lieut Giulio 
Crosio, relief pilot, and Giovanni 
Barroccini and Bruno Farsynelli, 
mechanicians.») A line was thrown 
to them, the plane was hauled 
astern and the flyers were taken 
off. They were suffering only 
from fatigue and seasickness, and 
were soon restored after partaking 
of hot coffee and sandwiches. 

The wings and steering appa- 
ratus of the seaplane were dam- 
aged and it was decided to destroy 
the craft. The effects of the flyers 
were removed and then the ma- 
chine on which they had traveled 
from Pisa, Italy, was set afire and 
cast adrift. Soon after being cut 
loose the tanks exploded and the 
seaplane apparently sank. By this 
time it was 2:30 in the morning. 

Admiral Magruder immediately 
sent orders to the other vessels 
calling off the search. 

Finding of the seaplane in these 
waters after drifting beyond the 
probable zone searched by the na- 
val vessels far three days is re- 
garded as bordering upon the mir- 
aculous. 


Rockets Nearly All Used Up. 


The flyers had been sending up 
rockets every two hours nightly 
and had almost exhausted their 
supply. It developed that the first 
one they sent up Sunday night was 
seen on board the Richmond. 
Lieut. Locatelli, who was on watch 
as the rocket ascended, remarked: 
“What's the ube?” but a few mo- 
ments later they saw an answering 
flare from the Richmond. 

There were dramatic scenes as 
the plane crept into the searchlit 
zone. The decks of the Richmond 
were crowded. Admiral Magruder, 
the captain, officers and crew 
lined the rails, every eye trained 
upon the disabled craft as it rose 
and fell with the waves, while mo- 
tion picture operators busily work- 
ed their cameras. 

Crosio, soon after climbing up 
the sea ladder to the Richmond's 
detk, stretched wearily and then 
remarked coolly: “All's well that 
ends well.” Locatelli was also 
stoical, although he later watched 
grimly and with drawn face the 
destruction of his beloved plane.

make an adequate investigation of 
these defendants. We have con- 


tended that they did not have such 


opportunity. 
“By thie we meant that they 
could not discover in that brief 


talk in the crowded offices of the 


State’s Attorney, the very things 


that should have been sought. It 


has appeared that all that Dr. Wil- 
iam O. Krohn found in these boys

Bachrach emphasized that 
Rrohn's Conclusions were based on 
negative findings and that Dr.

What should they have done?!“ 


asked Bachrach, and answered his 
own question by saying that any 


lawyer who could ask a few ques- 


tions could have conducted such an 


examination.” 

Evidence of Mental Sickness. 

“Of course, these boys looked 
normal that day,” added Bachrach. | 
“They had looked that way to their 
families for years. They looked 
that way to Mr. Crowe. But the 
fathers and uncles and brothers of 
the boys never dreamed they had 
actually committed or could com- 
mit such a crime, 

“We declared that the State 
alienists had relied upon lay ob- 
servations instead of professtohal 
in forming their judgment.” 

Bachrach argued that lack of 
emotion showed in developed cases 
of insanity and that its absence in 
the defendants, admitted by all the 
alienists, except Krohn, was evi- 
dence of mental sickneds. 

* They must be crazy.“ was the 
exclamation of the world when the 
confessions were flashed over the 
“wires,” went on Bachrach. “This 
Was because the act Itself was so 
abnormal, so lacking in reason, so 
aimless.”’ ) 

Irrational Nature of Crime. 

The conclusions of defense alien- 
tuts that the boys have paranoid 
personalities” were presented and 
then he turned back to facts in the 
crime. Points emphasized by the 
State as aggravation were inter- 
preted as evidence in themselves 
of the irrational nature of the 
crime.

We ought to treat them 
with kindness and consideration. 
The court had no right to refer to 
the death penalty. 

Argues in Ironical Strain. 

“Why one of the men shaves 
every day and one ly every oth- 
er day. One has three moles on 
his back. 

“Why if one had a hairlip, I 
suppose Mr. Darrow would want 
me to apologize for prosecuting 
them. If they had no money in 
their pockets he would want them 
sent to a public clinic.” 

He declared “unfair” the denun- 
clations by the defense of the 
State demand for the death penal- 
ty. 
“I don't believe that anyone who 
knows me would call me a cruel, 
heartless monster,” said Crowe. 1 
believe in God. That is a fault 
here, not only to the murderers but 
to the distinguished attorney whose 
profession it is to protect crime. 

“I believe in upholding the law 
and that is a fault, too. If I were 
not State's Attorney I would not be 
in this case. I never prosecuted 
anyone for any wrong done to me 
personally. 

“I think the State’s Attorney of 
this county is just as kindly a man 
as the paid humanitarian whose 
aim is to do his clients good, both 
before and after his case is closed. 

“it is my right and duty to for- 
give those who trespass agajnst me. 
It is your right to forgive those 
who trespass against John R. Cav- 
erly. But you, as Chief Justice, 
and I, as State’s Attorney, have no 
right to forgive those who violate 
the laws of Illinois.”’ 9 

Wise Men From the East. 

The big voice of the prosecutor 
was raised to its highest pitch as 
he let go these sentiments. His 
arms swung and his fists poanded 
the attorney desk and perspira- 
tion spread over his flushed face. 

Crowe continued in the ironical 
strain in a review of the testi- 
mony of the defense alienists. 

“I was taken by the hand by the 
doctors, the three wise men from 
the East, and led inte the nursery, 
and there introduced to a teddy 
bear. Then I was taken into a 
kindergarten. I was given a course 
in bedtime stories. And then I was 
taken by the Bachrach brothers to 
the psychopathic laboratory, where 
‘I was given a course in child study 
by the three wise men from the 
Kast.“ 

Brands Testimony as a 

He denounced vigorously as a 
sacrilege “testimony by a defense 
alienist that Leopold had consid- 
ered his mother a Madonna and 
himself as a “Christ child.” 

“Why, this young pervert has 
denied God since he was 11 years 
old,” said Crowe, and pointing to 
Leopold, he added: “I wonder if 
now, Nathan, you think there is a 
God and a law in Illinois.” 

Crowe referred to a conversation 
he once had with Clarence Darrow 
before the present trial began, in 
which the latter urged the aboli- 
tion of capital punishment in IIli- 
nois. “But,” he continued, “when 
he was in the Legislature he did 
not abolish it.” 

Crowe then related the story of 
his expertence as a Judge, in which 
he sentenced to death a man who 
was convicted of attack on and 
murder of a 6-year-old girl here 
several years ago. He said: 

“I did not ask if he had club-‘ 
feet. I did not ask if he had a 
mole on his back. I dig not inquire 
if his endocrine glands were. calci- 
flea or ossified. 

Enforcement Decreases Crime. 

“The law says that in cases of 
extreme wWolence, the death penal- 
ty should be applied, and I applied 
it. Your Honor has no right, no 
authority to pardon these crim- 
inals above the law. I have no 
right to pardon them.” 

The State's Attorney argued that 
rigid enforcement of the law had 
always decréased crime. He in- 
stanced the decrease in automobile 
thefts in Chicago, which, he said. 
was due to the establishment of a 
special court. 

“We have heard much about 
England,” he went on. “My ances- 
tors came from an adjoining isle 
and I have no great admiration for 
England myself. That is heredity 
working in me. 4 

“But I have always admired the 
manner in which her laws were 
administered. There murder 1a 
murder and the police of London 
go about without weapons. What 
wauld happen to Chicago patrol- 
men if they abandoried their clubs 
and pistolse? They would not long 
survive.” 

News that Crowe had started on 
his address caused a renewed rush 
for places at the afternoon session 
By carrying in folding chairs and 
wedging the regular seats against 
each other, bailifs managed to find 
Places for all who got past the out 
er guard of the bullding.

“It was not,” he added, “a mur- 
der by a child of the slums, but by 
scions of opportunity who were in- 
deed, intellegtua! giants. 

„We go according to our philos- 
ophies of life, Your Honor. Those 
who wish to commit crime, to tear 
down the bullwark of society, do so 
because of their philosophies. They 
have the power of choice and that 
is all there is to this crime.” 

The prosecutor turned sarcastic 
as he discussed the private habits 
of the defendants. 

“Dr. Healy called_it a ‘Childish 
compact.“ said Crowe. If he is 
not ashamed of that statement, I 
am for him. Childish? I was a 
man before I had heard of such de- 
pravity. 

Ransom Motive for Crime. 

“They may talk about what law- 
yers will do for money, but I know 
no lawyer who would have gone 
on the stand and sworn that such 
practices were ‘childish.’ ”

Tears From Own Eyes. 

Darrow brushed tears from his 
eyes several times in the conelud- 
ing minutes of his argument. He 
disposed of them with as little 
show as possible. There was vis- 
ible emotion among many of the 
spectators and Judge Caverly 
flushed as he pressed a pencil. to 
his lips. Neither Leopold nor Loeb 
moved, but they centered on their 
lawyer looks of unwavering inter- 
est and the former touched Dar- 
row’s sleeve as he passed him go- 
ing out of court. 

He indicted the educationa!

Albert Volm Held on Rob- 
bery Warrant After Ar- 
rest on Complaint of Y.

moto’s garage and handed him a 
signed with a skull and 
crossbones, and demanding $500 
under threat of death.

“John La Breach t's wife and three 
babies are destitute, and in the 
care of a relief organization, Wille 
La Breacht, a prisoner, is endeav- 
oring to convince the police that 


he has committed 100 or more res- | 


idence burglaries in the past eight 
months, in the district bounded by 
Union and Page boulevards, Hamil- 
ton and Pershing avenues. 

The police are convinced that La 
Breacht has been quite active in 
indoor thgft since he was paroled 
from the workhouse, after serving 
two months of a one Fear sentence 
for larceny. But the high score 
which he claims will have to be 
established by proof. 

When he was arrested down- 
town yesterday afternoon, jewelry 
stolen from the apartment of Rob- 
ert Lee Hedges, 320 Union boule- 
vard, last Wednesday, and valued 
by Hedges at more than $9000, 
was in La Breacht’s posseésion. 
The robbery of the Hedges apart- 
ment is one of the most recent of 
the long string of crimes which he 
admits. 

Auto Not Paid for.

HOMAS R. MALTHUS was alarmed 125 
1— ago by the prospects of such an 

increase in population that the world 
would not be able to support the people 
living on it. He arguéd that while sub- 
sistence tends to increase in arithmetical 
progression, population tends to increase in 
a geometrical ratio. If this theory were 
sound, or if there were not various forces 
tending to check its operation, the world 


by this time would be so ful! of people that 
they would be falling off into space. 

But the story of Mrs. Susan Ann Garman 
of Reading suggests that the theory of a 
geometrical progression in population in- 
crease does not work. Mrs. Garman has 
just been boasting that she has 150 descend- 
ants, probably a greater number than are 
descended from any other living person in 
Berks County. She had 10 children, 60 
srandchildren,. 75 great-grandchildren and 
5 great-great-grandchiliren. Now if the 
rule of geometrical progression worked, she 
would have had 100 grandchildren, 1000 
great-grandchildren and 16,000 great-great- 
grandchildren. The numder of her great- 
great-grandchildren will probably increase, 
but it will never reach 10,000. 

Malthus was like many other theorists 
in that he left out of account the kn 
facts. He might have estimated the pope- 
lation of the world in his own time with 
it doubling in every generation from the 
days of Adam. In about 1000 years he 
would have had a population of $0,000,000. - 
000, with 5000 more years for it to increase. 
doubling three times every century. Of 
coufse, he would have used Bishop Usher's 
chronology. which put the creation at 4004 
B. C. But if he had taken the chronology 
of the modern scientists, who place the date 
of the first man at anywhere from 150.000 
te 200,000 B. C., he would have been put 
to it to find enough paper to hold the ener- 
mous total which his geometrical progres- 
sion theory would have given him. Mrs. 
Garman, however, could have told him that 
he did not know what he was talking about,
